Donations were made to the 
Y.M.C.A. and = Victofian Order of 
nurses. Very interesting and = in- 
structive lectures have been given by a 
few of the doctors of the city anda 
also an address on District Nursing. 

Alberta's Wonien's Association, 

Mrs. Broadus stated that the Alber- 
ta Women's Association was organized 
in January, 1910. The present mem- 
bership numbering about 26, igyre- 
stricted to the Alumnae of Accredited 
Universities and to the wives of men 
p°ofes#ionally concerned with educa- 
tion, The association ts pledged to fur- 
ther educational interests, especially 
those of women, in the Province of 
Alberta, and in order to accomplish 
its ends, it is endeavoring gradually 
to establish co-operating branches in 
other towns. The establishing of such 
branches is under discussion in other 
cities. An Association has already 
been formed in Red Deer. The local 
association of Edmenton and Btrath- 
cona during its.one year of existence 
has concéntrated its energy on the in- 
‘terests of the Women studeits jn’ the 
University of Alberta, trying on the 
one hand to add something of value to 
their social life and on the other to 
encoufage high academic ideals by of- 
fering a scholarship to that woman In 
{the freshman class whose recofd is 
bost. The scholarship will be with- 
held unless qa certain standard ig at- 
tained. In time the association hope 
to develop this side of its work more 
generously, 

The association has recently voted 
a gift of books for the library of the 
Y.W.C.A. These books will comprise 
a fairly complete group of the Victor- 
fan poet@, together with reference 
bodke of literary criticism and his- 
tory, covering the Victorian period. At 
the monthly meetings addresses have 
been given by a number of #peakers.

PROVINCES ASK FOR 
SCHOOL LANDS CONTROL, 


Copy of Memorial Presented by the 
Province of Saskatchewan is Tabled 
in the Dominion House—Rensons 
Given in) Memortal for Provincial 
Control 


Ottawa, Jan, 29——A return was pre- 
sented In parfilament in response to 
a motion by Major Herron of Alberta, 
for copies of requests by Governments 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan, in re- 
ference to securing control of manger 
timber, waterpower, conl and other 
natural resources, Which exist within | 
the reepective boundaries of sald pro- | 
vinces. | 

The return included a memorial 
from the Executive Council of the! 
Province of Saskatchewan, dated Re- | 
tina, February ist, 1909, and signed) 
by Premier Scott, requesting that the 
province be given control of ite school; 
lands. The memorial pointed out that 
administration of echool lands by a 
branch of the Interior Department at 
Ottawa involved unnecessary expense 
and resulted in delay in obtaining the 
payments for land sold, 

It was stated that the area of schoo! 
landa sold up to March 31st, 1908, 
totalled 185,000 acres, the purchase- 
price being $2,000,000, of which sum 
only £736,703 had been collected. To 
illustrate the demand upon the educa- 
tional funds of the province it: was 
observed that the government had at 
the time under consideration 210 ap- 
plications for new schoo! districts, 

The memorial concluded, “It will 
be in the interest of education in this 
proyince if the Dominion Lands Act} 
be amended so as to permit a full! 
conttol of the administration of school 
lands in the province being given to 
the provinectal authorities, under such | 
restrictions as may be deemed neces- 
sary to perpetunte and safeguards the 
trust] established by the act, as it) 
must be a matter obvious to all, that 
the government of the province is in 
the best position to determine the 
most suitahbte time to dispose of school 
lands and to administer them to the 
best advantage.”

8000 WORKMEN STRIKE 


Administration of Chinese Railway 
Refused to Dismiss 1500 Chinese 
Imborers and to Pass Families of 
Russians to Thelr Own Country, 


Harbin, Manchuria, Jan, 29—In 
dread of the plague, 8,000 Ruagsian 
workmen on the Chinese railway have 
gone on strike because the administra- 
tion refused to dismiss 1500 Chinese 
laborers and pass the families of 
Russians to their own country, 

The strikers have been paid off and 
will with their families’ be evicted 
from their dwellings. Troops have 
been called ont and stationed along 
the line to protect the Chinese, 

Eight thousand Russian workmen 
without homes and without resources 
are likcly to prove a source of grave 
danger. here has been no let-up 
in the plague. During the past forty- 
eight hours, forty deaths were report- 
ed in Harbin alone and probably there 
Were many not reported, In the same 
period, 150 Chinese died in Fudzid- 
jan, a suburb of the city.

Says Germany in 1911 Will Have Ac- 
tually Under Trms 775,000 Trained 
Soldiers and Swilors, and Can at 
Any Time Send $5,200,000 Into

Nerlin, Jan, 29—Calculating on the 
basis of the census taken on Decem- 
ber 1, Col, Gaedks declares in the 
Tageblatt that Germany is able at the 
present Moment to send the collossal 
total of 5,200,000 trained soldiers and 
sailors into action. That number in- 
cludes only a portion, namely 400,- 
0000 of the so-called “substitute re- 
serves.’ Col, Gaedka estimates that 
Jermany will have actually under

Copy of Memorial Presented by the! 
Provinces of Saskatchewan is Tabled 
in the Dominion House—Reasons 
Given In Memortal for Provincial 
. Control, 


Ottawa, Jan. 29——A return was pre- 
sented In marfliament in response to 
a motion by Major Herron of Alberta, 
for copies of requests by Governments 
of Alberta and Saskatchewan, In re- 
ference to securing control of lands, 
timber, waterpower, coal and other 
natural resources, which? exist within) 
the reepective boundaries of sald pro- | 
vinces. 

The return included a memorial 
from the Executive Council of the 
Province of Saskatchewan, dated Re- 
ina, February Ist, 1909, and signed! 
by Premier Scott, requesting that the | 
province be given control of its school | 
lands. The memorial pointed out that 
administration of echool lands by a 
branch of the Interior Department at 
Ottawa involved unnecessary expense 
and resulted in delay in obtaining the 
payments for land sold, 

It was stated that the area of school 
lands sold up to March 81st, 1908, 
totalled 185,000 acres, the purchase- 
price being $2,000,000, of which sum 
only £756,703 had been collected. To 
illustrate the demand upon the educa- 
tional funds of the province it war 
observed that the government had at 
the time under consideration 210 ap- 
plicaticns for new schoo! districts. 

The memorial concluded, “It will 
We in the interest of education in this 
proyince if the Dominion Lands Act 
be amended so as to permit a full 
conttol of the administration of school 
lands in the province being given to 
the provinetal authorities, under such | 
restrictions as may be deemed neces: | 
sary to perpetuate and safeguards the 
trust) established by the act, as it) 
must be a matter obvious to all, that 
the govertment of the province is in 
the bist position to determine the 


most suitadte time to dispose of school 
lands and to administer them to the 
best advantage.”
